Soviet Steel Output 


There is every possibility that the Soviet 
Union may prove herself to be the second 
most important producer of steel by the end 
of this year. Her output for 1937 may easily 
exceed 19,000,000 tons, if the industry con- 
tinues to produce at its present rate. The 
United States is still the largest steel pro- 
ducer in the world, her output last year 
being 48,500,000 tons, Germany and the 
Saar followed with a production of 19,000,000 
tons, and the Soviet Union took third place 
with 16,200,000 tons.

Engineering Shares

RELIGIOUS WORK 
FOR THE NATIVES. 
BY DR. NOEL 
HALL 


HE Right Rev. Dr. Noel Hall, Bishop of 
i Chota ne mm who is paying son 

' visit to Dublin since his preíerment, to 

the Episcopate,- preached yesterday at St. 
8, Donnvbrook. - : 

In the course of his sermon he said that, 
apart from the work at. Hazaribagh, which 
was maintained hy the Dublin University 
Mission, and that where the ©.M.S, Mission 
to Lepers united to carry on the largest leper 
‘hospital in India, the rest of the work in 
the Diocese of Chota Nagpur was dependent 
on the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel for staff and maintenance. 

The mission had responsibility for the 
pastoral care of all the members of their 
communion who cesided within the borders of 
the diocese—European, Anglo-Indian and 
Indian: From the last géneration, he said, 
the burden of work for their fellow-men and 
the Anglo-Indian community had increased 
beyond anticipation owing to the industrial 
development of very large mineral deposits in | 
Chota Nagpur. The main work of the mission 
was to foster the life of the Church among 
some 40,000 souls gathered among the 
aboriginal tribes of the Ranchi plateau. The 
Mundas and their kinsmen, the Hos and the 
Uraons, who belong to a different stock from 
the Mundas, form the bulk of the population 
of this region. They have never been included 
in the social system of Hindooism, and retain 
their own social and religious customs. Their 
main occupation is the cultivation of rice and 
a variety of pulses on tiny holdings, which 
they work as their own masters, Th were 
passionately attached to their land with 
a passion which was unhappily individualistic. 


WORK OF THE MISSION 


Most of the evils which afflicted rural India 
could be paralleled in Chota Nagpur—drink, 
dirt, disease and debt—and yet withal this 
stagnation the Chota Nagpuri remained a 
very cheerful, industrious person, and was 
honest and self-respecting. Like all Indian 
villagers, he had wonderful patience, and bore. 
all the great calamities of that land, where 
nature did nothing by halves, with amazing

fortitude. 
The work of the Anglican Mission, said 
Bishop Hall, was in various stages. In the 
centre of the diocese at Ranchi, where the 
bishop’s cathedral was situate, and ‘also at 
Hazaribagh, the special sphere of the Dublin 
University Mission, there were numerous old- 
established institutions for the education of 
Christians of the second and third genera. 
tions, all packed with Christian youth, whose 


| parents and grandparents were in many cases 


illiterate. In the south where the 
escended in forest-clad slopes to the 
plains, was the. “mass movement ” area, 
which centred at Manoharipur. There since 
1921 whole villages had been coming over to 
Christianity year by year, and the struggle to 
provide all the converts with catechists and 
clergy was overwhelming. The bishop’s own 
work before he was elevated to the episcopate 
had lain for the most part in the rural dis- 
tricts around Ranchi, and here were found 
several communities Christian for two or three 
generations. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE WORK 


The work was less romantic than that of 
the “mass movement” area It was un- 
doubtedly quite as important, for it was no- 
thing less than to co-operate with the Holy 
Spirit in building the living Temple of God 
and re-making those gathered to the Church 
after the Image of Him who had created them, 
with the purpose that they might become 
effective instruments in the hands of the 
living Lord in order to direct to Him their 
brothers by race who were not yet in Christ.

Soviet Russian warships will not take 
part unless piracy develops in the Black 
Sea, but Italy is being invited to police 
the Adriatic Sea. The scheme, however, 
will come into force whether or not Italy 
agrees to participate. 

A submarine will not be considered a 
pirate if it shows its flag and gives the 
occupants of the attacked ship a chance 
to escape by boats. 

In such a case the destroyers will take 
no action, but the submarine will be then 
identifiable, and the offended Power wil! 
be left to take action ayainst the sub- 
marine’s owner. 


“SAFETY LANES” 


It is stated that the agreement is to 
come into force about. Tuesday of this 
week, when it is proposed to establish 
certain ‘“‘safety lanes” along the 
principal Mediterranean routes, so that 
vessels will be in more or less constant 
touch by sight or wireless with the 
patrolling destroyers. 

In addition to the destroyers, aircraft 
will supplement the patrols near certain 
hases, such as Malta, 
Toulon. 

British and French naval experts believe 
that the mere signature of the Nyon 
agreement will have a very deterrent effect 
upon the piratical designs of the operating 
submarines so that the exercise of force 
probably will prove unnecessary. 

It is noted with satisfaction that there 
have been no outrages since the Nyon 
Conference was convened.

“We for our part are quite calm. We 
do not want to do anything to anybody, 
and nobody can do anything against us.” 
There had been a time when he feared 
an unarmed Germany was a dangerous 
vacuum in Europe, but he added: ‘ This 
vacuum has now been filled—and very 
well filled too.’’

It was observed that the estimates for 
1937-38, on which the urban rate for that 
year was calculated, took credit for a net 
amount, of about £1,100 m respect of arrears 
of rates, and for £900 and £700 in respect of 
arrears of rentyof workmen’s dwellings and | 
small dwellings annuities respectively.

It. was essential that the estimates should 
be prepared with the greatest care, and that 
once oe they should be made practically 
effective by the limitation of expenditure | 
within the bounds provided and by constant 
vigilance in the collection of rents, rates, 
anuuities and all moneys accruing due to the.

The 
adverse balance on r rate account increased 
very considerably during the year. 


REPAYMENTS 


Repayment instalments in arrears in respect 
of advances under the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Acts, which at 31-3-1936 amounted 
to £615 2s. 7d., had increased to £1,280 
4s. ód. at 351-3-1937, or about 36 per cen! 
of the instalments receivable for the year 
This figure was £1,280 4s. 3d., included £213 
2s. 8d. arrears in respect of loans granted 
during the financial year 1936-37. The 
deterioration in this collectlon was very 
serious, and it was of urgent importance that 
a review should be made of each case in 
arrears with a view to appropriate action, 
which should not be Hawel te lag.

QUERIES ANSWERED 


At the opening of the previous audit of 
the accounts the Ratepayers’ Association 
raised queries as to the disposal of materials 
which remaimed unused at Naylor's Cove 
swimming pools after the work of construc- 
tion had ceased, and as to the destination of 
such materials moved on 30/0/1936 and 
1/10/1936. He submitted these queries to the 
Town Surveyor, whose reply was as follows: 
“All unused materials, including 34 tons 
cement, were returned to stores by the 
Council’s carting contractor, where they have 
been credited in the usual way. No materials 
were left at Naylor’s Cove, those not returned 
to store having been disposed of otherwise, 
with the exception of a quantity of fough 
materials remaming, which were stored at the 
cove and locked up, and will remain there 
until required.” 

Mr. Healy said he had referred to the card 
index, and found that 72 bags of cement 
were returned to stores and later used on 
six jobs. There was also a record of the 
return stores of rubber boots, picks, pick- 
heads, brushes, barrows, etc. 

There was a further query as to where 176 
tons of ccuippings were conveyed between 21st 
July, 1936, and 18th August, 1936, and, to 
this query, the surveyor replied — 

“The chippings referred ‘to were used for 
main roads contract on various parts of main 
roads, and were delivered direct to roads. A 
small quantity was delivered to stores for 
keeping dry for partial wet day work.”

A HIGH COURT JUDGE 


Having been appointed ° Solicitor. 
General for Ireland in the-last-mentioned 
year, he was honoured by being elected a

Inn in 1922. 

In the House of Commons he enjoyed 
exceptional popularity among all sections, 
and his fluent, polished style rendered his 
contributions to debates very pleasing. 
For many years he acted as director of 
Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son and Co., 
Ltd., but resigned that position, and also 
his seat in Parliament, on being appointed 
a judge of the High Court of Justice in 
Ireland in 1900. On the 5th October of 
that year he married Mary Tottenham, 
daughter of the late Mr, Joseph. Manly. 

Sir Dunbar Plunket Barton sat as one

Courts under the Industrial Courts Act, 
and a member of the Royal Commission 
on Defence of the Realm Losses in 1920. 
He was also President of the Royal 
Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital of Ireland, 
a Governor of the Royal City of Dublin 
Hospital, a member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, a Fellow of the Royal Historical

Antiquaries. 
He was a member of many clubs, in- 
cluding the Atheneum, the Carlton, 
Garrick, St, James’s, the Beefsteak, the 
Constitutional, and the Kildare Street.

Most likely it was the financial report, 
showing a loss of £335 on the year's working, 
which decided the Dublin County Convention 
to aceept the Civil Service Club’s scheme by 
45 votes to 19 at last Saturday's annual 
meeting. Mr P. McDonnell was in the chair, 
and sixty clubs were represented. . 

Mr.. Sean Brennan (Civil Service Club) 
examined the financial position thoroughly. 
The Board had lost £700 in two years. Both 
Killester and Parnell Parks had proved white 
elephants. Mr. 


Brennan inquired whether 
the Finance Committee had met regularly to 
examine the position, Major McGrath 
theught the Finance Committee should have 
been taken more thoroughly into the confi- 
dence of the officials. 

‘Mr. C. O'Sullivan (Civil Service) moved 
that the old County Board constitution, based 
on club membership, be avolished, and that 
a smaller executive body be appointed, with 
separate Boards, for hurling and football. He 
called the vigilance committee system of 
enforcing “ the ban ” a humbug and a failure. 
He called for more constructive methods; 


paganda work. Laxity of control was at the 
root of the trouble. 

Mr. E. Maher, of Eoghan Rhua, proposed 
the retention of the old system, and said that 
the error did not lie with the Boards, The 
fact was that, members neglected their duty 
in looking after the young players and school. 
boys who should be kept on the right track. 
The Chairman was in favour of a change 
in constitution ; but thought the whole scheme 
and details should be subject to thorough 
examination by a select committee.
